Dallas teletype 1-2C-G4 
reported interview of Alexander at which tine 
he s eated he told Hu ditins he did not know 
anythin;; about Oswald being an informant. 
Alexander also told us that during his meeting 
with the President's Commission 1-24-64 he 
told Commission representatives that on 
1-21-G4 following conclusion of bond hearing 
for Jack Huby, he overheard a number of 
reporters discussing possibility Oswald was 
counterspy for FBI, CIA, or some Government 
agency . lie added he remembered hearing some 
reporter make statement Oswald on Government 
payroll at $200 a month and heard payroll 
number 3-79 or voucher 179 mentioned. 

Alexander claimed he did not know names of 
in esc reporters . In view of Budkins 1 claim 
on 2-3-61 that his story was based upon 
('information received from Alexander, we 
I instructed Dallas to i .-.mediately contact 
Alexander and pin him down on his allegations 
and do tormina identity of his soui’ces .
